ANACS CONSULTANT NEWSLETTER 


January, 1976 


Consultant Anonymity vs. Identification ; Comments Received 

My thanks go to you for taking the time to share with us 
your thoughts on the consultant anonymity question. Apparent- 
ly this is a matter which has concerned many of us. 

Comments you have sent us follow. We have, in some cases, 
deleted portions of your letters which did not bear on this mat- 
ter, but have endeavored to present your thoughts accurately. 

1. "I have been giving written opinions on coins for many 
years prior to my ANACS work. I have been open to those who 
asked for opinions and have had many appreciations. I have 
also been threatened with law suits. I prefer to remain anony- 
mous at ANACS because I feel the respect for the ANACS grows on 
a non-personal basis. It eliminates individual criticism by 
the submittor. It eliminates criticism of one professional 
numismatist by another professional numismatist or pressure of 
any kind. It eliminates criticism of a non-professional numis- 
matist. It would embarrass an announced consultant if he were 
dropped by ANACS and this was openly announced. Every change 
in consultant would have to be announced. I feel that anyone 
who prefers to be anonymous should have that right. The organi- 
zation has no ax to grind and, therefore, is more likely to 
gain respect by some mystery as to its work. 

"I agree that a submittor should furnish any information 
on his coin as he may be asked by ANACS. I suggested this when 
the organization was formed. It is very important to know pedi- 
gree, right or wrong. 

"I feel that when there is a disagreement with a consultant 
by another consultant or by a staff member of ANACS it should be 
relayed to the consultant and let the disagreeing parties study 
each other's thinking and data. This will result sometimes in 
a change of mind. It will also require consultants to be more 
careful, more efficient, and more reliable, and give reasons 
for their opinions as I always try to do. 


"The point about speed in authentication is a problem. 
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Some coins may need more time than one month if x-ray examina- 
tion or other complex scientific tests are performed. This is 
only true on important coins. I have a few now I believe are 
false, but I cannot figure how they are made. We all go away on 
vacations, have other pressing numismatic duties, and even have 
to put work ahead of coins sometimes. 

"Maybe the consultants ought to meet with the ANACS staff 
or one another, or as a group, to exchange data. We will all 
learn something by doing that. How can that be arranged? Some 
of those who wish to be anonymous to the public might still be 
willing to do this. I certainly would. I trust the consultants 
not to disclose my name. 

"My thanks to the consultants and the staff for a difficult 
job well done so far." 


* * * * * 


2. "I have read with interest the letter from your anony- 
mous authenticator (who hates anonymity)." 

(Editor's Note: ANACS elected to withhold the identity of 
the consultant in the spirit of the present policy. Permission 
to identify the consultant was not requested.) 

"Concerning his first point — that each consultant sign and 
date his opinion--I have done this always and am surprised that 
ANACS would accept an opinion for its files without this backup." 

(Editor's Note: Every consultant signs and dates his opin- 

ion, and these signed opinions are filed at ANACS. However, 
dated opinions signed by consultants are not forwarded to sub- 
mittors . ) 

"However, I do not concur that each consultant's opinion 
should routinely be aired to the owner of the coin or otherwise 
publicized for obvious reasons. One of these reasons is that 
the consultant may well be collaterally subject to gratuitous 
abuse or to endless hasseling to justify in detail his conclu- 
sions. A second point of greater moment is that a publicized 
finding that a coin is false could under certain circumstances 
result in a law-suit for damages - particularly if the consult- 
ant's opinion turns out later to be incorrect. 

"Concerning John Doe's second point, the averageing of 
consultants' opinions, I am aghast at the thought. Should this 
in fact occur my usefulness to ANACS would terminate immediately. 
However, a collateral point does come to mind in this regard. 

Many of the coins I receive from ANACS have two or three opinions 
marked on the mount which are in the category numbers 4 thru 6 . 
Such opinions seem to be fairly habitual, and as such represent 
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a waste of time and postage. I suggest that the consultants 
who use this range habitually for any category of coinage should 
have their names removed from the list of consultants in this 
category. The specific category where this seems endemic is in 
the hand-made oriental coinages. 

"John's third point about revealing the source of any coins 
deemed false has dangerous legal overtones for ANACS and should 
be accepted with caution. Just suppose that I tell you that 
Abdul Nasser of Cairo is making false coins. What will you do 
about it? Suppose, more close to home, I were to tell you that 
Joe Smith of Carnarsie is making false British gold coins. What 
again would or could you do? 


"In summary, I feel that the anonymity of the consultant 
should be preserved, except in special instances and then only 
with his permission. Prompt, definitive, signed and dated state- 
ments from consultants should be the rule. Beyond this, I see 
no reason to change ANACS ' s policy toward consultants at this 
time . " 


* * * * * 


3. "I am a friend of Curtis Clay and recognize in him one of 
our foremost scholars in the Severan period. However, I believe 
it would be impractical to divide up the Greek coinage, the Roman 
coinage and the Byzantine into arbitrary periods and then look 
for knowledgeable people to pass on coins falling into those 
limited categories. ANACS method now is more practical. Send 
the coins as heretofore and let the consultant pass or ask for 
another's opinion on any coin(s) he is not familiar with. Any 
other method will make your group of consultants top-heavy and 
unwieldy. If ANACS gets complaints now of lengthy delays in 
getting an authentication, more experts will add to the protests. 

"As for anonymity. . .while I have no objection to you making 
my name known if requested, I would not care to have it published 
in THE NUMISMATIST. That would be a little too much exposure 
and I feel certain some disgruntled owner, whose coin I had turned 
down would kick me in the shins when we meet at a coin conven- 
tion! On the other hand, if the owner asked the name(s) of 
those who rejected his property I would have no objection to 
making myself known and even explaining to him my reasons for 
rejecting his coin. 

"One adverse feature of this arrangement might result in 
a loss of revenue for ANACS. Owners could contact the consultants 
directly and receive an opinion for a gratuity!" 


* * * * * 
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4. "The material raised by the anonymous person about... 
anonymity does raise several interesting points 

"As to revealing the names of consultants. I really feel 
that you should not do this without getting the express permis- 
sion of the consultant on each and every occasion that it might 
be requested of. We are all working toward a common end and one 
which we hope will result in a drastic reduction of the counter- 
feit material plaguing our hobby and business today. However, 
it is not our goal to create hardships or difficulties for the 
people who are earnestly trying to help you help the situation. 

Let me set up a hypothetical situation. Mr. A is in contact with 
me regarding a considerable amount of numismatic material, whether 
for purchase, sale or auction consignment makes no real difference 
Just assume that a considerable amount is involved. Mr. A sub- 
mits a coin to ANACS for authentication. You have no knowledge 
of my dealings with Mr. A, and send the coin to me. I give an 
opinion that the coin is bad. Mr. A receives the coin back with 
the note that the coin is bad, and that it is my opinion that 
makes it so, and Mr. A then becomes quite mad at me and severs 
relations, causing me to lose the projected business. Of course, 
this is only a hypothetical case, but one which could become an 
actuality very easily if names were bandied about indiscriminately 

"As a consultant, I do not know the name of the person who 
submitted the coin for authentication, nor the identities of 
other consultants, and I really feel that this is the best 
course 

"If you were to write me that a consultant wanted to contact 
me direct for my opinion, in most cases I would be pleased to 
comply and would write directly to the person involved. How- 
ever, I would like to have the option." 

***** 


5. "In regards to anonymity of consultants, I have been 
able to see arguments both for and against this. At the moment 
these arguments seem to be in about equal balance and I'd vote 
for a continuance of present ANACS policy. ANACS is in a posi- 
tion to synthesize a result from several consultants without 
regard for supposed 'expert' standing. I have always assumed 
that ANACS would resolve three 8 ratings and one 1 rating by 
finding out why the man with the 1 rating held that opinion, 
not by averaging opinions. ANACS can always admit that no opin- 
ion was possible if the consultants can't come to final agree- 
ment . 


"Perhaps some of these comments will prove to be of help. 
I support ANACS when I can because the work appears to be of 
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great importance to the entire hobby. My best wishes for your 
continued success in improving the service." 

***** 


6. "On the question of consultant identification, I can 
agree with the points in the letter you quoted, but there are 
also good reasons for opinions to be divided in this matter. 

If names were given with every opinion it would surely lead to 
much unnecessary correspondence directly from the owner to the 
consultant, and I feel that this should be avoided. 

"It is true that consultants are always more expert in some 
areas than in others, and those opinions must be valued accord- 
ingly. This is where you must use your judgment to see that the 
proper people are called upon for advice. If consultants are 
told the opinions of others before examining a coin, they may 
be influenced by someone they feel is highly qualified, and 
this would defeat the system of using several opinions. 

"Here in our office we always make separate judgments on a 
coin before getting together to discuss why the opinions were 
formed. This method seems to work quite well. I know that each 
of us would be influenced if we knew the other's feelings before- 
hand . 


"The present ANACS policy on consultant identity seems 
adequate. I assume it means that the owner of a coin, or another 
consultant, will be given the name or names of authenticators 
upon request, unless the consultant has specifically denied you 
this permission. 

"For my own part, I have no objection to my name being 
given with an opinion. Others may have good reason to feel other- 
wise. I do not think that every opinion ANACS renders needs to 
be documented with consultants' names, as it is ANACS that is 
making the judgment based on what you feel are the best opinions. 

I do feel that in special cases where the customer has addi- 
tional questions, and asks for the names they should be given 
if you are not restricted." 

***** 


7. "It was my impression that the consultant had written 
to ANACS to indicate that he felt that an appropriate method 
of authentication of coins would include identification of the 
consultant, his signature, and presumably a means of making 
public the detailed records of investigations in the area of 
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of authentication. 

"I must say that I am in great sympathy with this individual 
When I first began to provide services for the ANACS , I had 
visualized an effort which would be similar to that pursued by 
the Army Medical Museum in the field of Medicine and Pathology, 
where the cataloging of information eventually has revealed sub- 
stantial information regarding misdiagnosis, the distribution 
of disease, and the like. It is clear that an effort of this 
sort in the area of numismatics would yield substantial fruit- 
ful information in the areas of numismatics as well as history, 
if the dedicated efforts of collectors, professional numismatists 
and historians were co jointly put to task. However, one must 
realize the tremendous expense in developing that sort of program 
Clearly, such scholarly effort is beyond the capacity of the ANA, 
and certainly the ANACS. I believe that it would be worthwhile 
to bring together the members of the academic community who are 
numismatists, to see if it would be possible to approach either 
the Federal government, that is, one of the agencies which sup- 
ports scholarly work, or some of the private institutions, such 
as the American Philosophical Society in Philadelphia, to support 
publications, and scholarly effort in this area. Moreover, such 
a program could be developed jointly between the ANACS and one 
of the Federal organizations such as the U.S. Mint, the Federal 
Reserve Bank, or the Smithsonian Institute. 

"To sum this up, I believe that the problem should be thrown 
back into the laps of those consultants who feel that they are 
scholarly enough, that they participate in developing an ade- 
quately financed and structured organization to deal with the 
problem on the terms which they have outlined." 

***** 


8. "It is my conclusion that your existing policy covering 
anonymity vs. identification of consultants is sensible and sound 
I can think of no better way to meet the problem, but I do want 
to make a suggestion that may serve in any effort at a compro- 
mise. 


"With approval of all consultants used by you it may be 
possible to publish a list of all of them that you regularly call 
on for opinions, it being understood that none will be named with 
any coin that is under study unless the consultant offers to be 
so identified. This official published list should note that 
ANACS reserves the right to engage other unlisted qualified ex- 
perts from time to time in difficult cases without any obliga- 
tion to publish their names. 
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"Such a published list would serve to add weight and pres- 
tige to ANACS, as well as to give some measure of credit and 
recognition to the regular consultant." 

***** 


9. "I would be perfectly satisfied to be listed and let 
it be known that I was working with you on ancient and modern 
China and, if you wish, U.S. Patterns and Hard Times Tokens- 
nothing else-not Japan, Annam, Korea etc.. I will continue look- 
ing at these for you, but no listing please." 

***** 


10. "I still feel that consultants should remain anonymous. 
If your 'Roman' friend receives a coin about which he is not cer- 
tain, he is in a good position to recommend that you send the coin 
to the man he knows is the expert in that particular series. 

Since that will be done, you are convinced that you are getting 
the best expert opinion. 

"I feel that the main reason for anonymity is so that any 
dealers who may be on your list, be they part time or full time, 
do not capitalize on their position. 

"I don't think it would be wrong if it was done by a compe- 
tent person, but here again, you leave your consultant open to 
private correspondence with the customer. My vote is for anonym- 
ity! Regarding values, I don't think that it is within the pro- 
vince of ANACS to question them except in flagrant cases. Such as 
a customer sending in a coin that if genuine is worth $10,000. 
or more, and he puts a minimum valuation of say $500. to avoid 
paying a proper fee. This may not happen too often since the cus- 
tomer should want full insurance in case of loss, but, I did note 
one or two such instances on coins sent to me. However, on the 
other hand, when a customer places a very high value on a mediocre 
coin, say $1,000. on a coin worth no more than $100., he may know 
full well that it is genuine, and is only sending it in so that 
he can show the correspondence along with the certificate to a 
prospective novice purchaser, who can easily be taken in by such 
tactics. In such cases I feel that valuations should be chal- 
lenged . " 


* * * * * 


In addition to the responses quoted above, several consultants 
called the Director to pass on their observations, or returned 
the newsletter with margin notes. Their comments favored anonymity 
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in all cases, for reasons identical to or paralleling those stated 
in the letters above. 

Among those who have not yet responded are two consultants 
who have told me that they, too, believe that the identities 
of coin examiners, and their individual opinions, should be trans- 
mitted to the submittors. If replies are forthcoming their com- 
ments will be included in the next consultant newsletter. 


The question of anonymity is under study at ANACS , and it 
will be discussed with ANA President Virgil Hancock. Present 
guidelines will be reviewed and perhaps ammended. You will be 
advised of any changes later. 

For the present, we ask each of you to regard your consultancy 
as a confidential, but not secret matter. Most ANACS consultants 
have been careful to avoid commercializing on their consultant 
relationship, and we concur that this activity should not be an- 
nounced in the press. Face-to-face discussions of the matter 
with close friends and associates and other private reference 
to the consultancy is, of course, normal and not undesirable. 

Thanks to each and every one of you for your continued 
cooperation .

The Numismatist cordially presents the following guidelines as encouragement for interested 
authors (both professional and non-professional) who are preparing manuscripts for submission to the 
official ANA journal. 

All authors whose manuscripts are accepted and published are eligible for Heath Literary Awards. 
These are awarded annually for articles judged to be outstanding. First and second places include 
engraved medals as well as cash stipends: a silver medal and $250 for first and a bronze medal and $100 
for second. Third place awards are bronze medals. Those writers receiving honorable mention are 
awarded certificates of recognition. 

The author receives two copies of the issue in which his article appears and eight individual article 
copies. 


MANUSCRIPTS 

The Numismatist accepts manuscripts which 
contain new information, constitute a distinct 
contribution to knowledge and are relevent to the 
science of numismatics. The author is responsible 
for all statements made in the work. Manuscripts 
accepted and published become the property and 
copyright of The Numismatist and may not be 
published elsewhere unless written permission is 
granted by both the author and the journal. 
Manuscripts are received with the understanding 
they are not simultaneously being considered by 
other publications. 

Two complete manuscripts (the original and 
one copy) including illustrations (all material 
which cannot be set in type such as photographs, 
drawings and graphs) should be sent to EDITOR, 
The Numismatist, American Numismatic 
Association, P. O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, 
CO 80901. For correspondence purposes the 
author should retain at least one copy. 

The manuscript should be typewritten, 
double-spaced on one side of 8 1/2 x 11 heavy 
white bond paper with 1 1/2 inch margins at the 
top and left.

AUTHOR'S 

A biographical sketch of the author(s), which 
may be published with an accepted manuscript, is 
to be submitted also.

ILLUSTRATIONS 

Illustrations should be referred to in the text as 
Figs., and be given Arabic numbers. The back of 
each should be marked with the name(s) of the 
author(s) and the title of the article. An arrow 
should mark the top orientation of the illustration 
with each figure bearing a reference number 
corresponding to the same number in the text. 
Each illustration should be accompanied by a 
legend with all legends and reference numbers 
typed and grouped on a separate sheet of paper. 
All illustrative material should be protected with 
hard-board covers when mailed. 

Photographs are tobeunmountedand unattached 

to the manuscript. They should be high quality, 
glossy prints which are not retouched or labeled 
in any way on the face of the photograph. (When 
marking on the back, write on a hard surface such 
as glass or metal to avoid disfiguring the photo- 
graphic surface.) 

Drawings should be on separate sheets, drawn 
with India ink on illustration board or high grade 
drawing paper. 

The editorial staff reserves the right to edit all 
material to conform with the journal’s style and 
policy.

Thank you for your note of the 23rd. Yes, we were delighted to receive 
the 1792 pattern cent. Also, yes, ANACS has seen the piece. But, ANACS 
could not reach a decision. 

It appears that the piece has been doctored over the years, perhaps 
cleaned, certainly retoned. Actually, I was under the impression 
that you had seen it, but this evidently was an erroneous assumption. 
Certainly you should see it! 

As a general rule, I do forward material of this type to ANACS. Con- 
fidentially, a donor forwarded a 1700 (sic) ^bcE POPULI piece, alleging 
it to be unique (7-A?).
